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City Contracts for Hazard GHI Board to Crack Down 


City Ended Fiscal Year 93 
With Slight Budget Surplus

The City of Greenbelt completed its 1993 fiscal year 
within budget and in the black according to the recently 
released Comprehensive Annual Financial Report. Pre- 
pared by the city’s Department of Finance and Admini- 
strative Services, the annual report for the year ending 
June 30, 1993 includes the certified independent audit of 
city financial records and supplemental information pre- 
pared by the city of interest to bond investors. This year 
the audit was performed for the first time by Keller Bruner 
and Company of Frederick, Maryland. 


In the General Fund, the prin- 
cipal operating fund of the city 
that accounts for nearly all guv- 
ernmental services, revenues ex- 
ceeded the $10.19 million bud- 
get by $64,323 or less than one 
percent, Expenditures fell short 
of the budget by $251,662, or 2.3 
percent, resulting in a $316,985 
budgetary surplus for the year. 

Revenues and Expenditures 

The revenue surplus primarily 
was due to the Aquatic and Fit- 
nes Center revenues exceeding 
budget by over $130,000. Excess 
fees earned for residential p~o- 
perty inspection, a service the 
city recently took over from the 
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ae or 1 pC ES OE "to the county tax rate being cut 


Greenbelt’s biggest tax-

$33,000. However, an _ overall 
shortfall of tax revenues of 
$92,000 offset these excess rev- 
enues, Property tax earnings fell 
short by $62,000, admissions and 
amusement tax by $85,000 and 
special assessments by $196,00v. 
An excess $244,000 in the city 
share of the county’s piggyoack 
income tax partially offset these 
shortfalls. 

Although all departments 
spent below budget, the principal

operations contributing to the 


budgetary surplus by under 
spending were public safety, 
$125,000, and public works, $39,- 
000. 

Aquatic & Fitness Center 

Even though revenues for the 
Aquatic and Fitness Center were 
well above budget, they were not 
sufficient ‘to pay for the cost of 
operating the facility, The 1993 
fiscal year revenues amounted to 
73 percent of expenditures. In 
FY 1992, revenues were 65 per- 
eent of expenditures. 

Information Tidbits 

The financial report provides a 
variety of financia] and other in- 
formation about the city. Here 
are some sections that may be of 
interest to readers: 

—It cost $638,000 to operate 
Green Ridge House for the eld- 
erly and handicapped plus 
$215,000 for interest on the 
mort The project had a 
net income of $90,000 made pos-

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sible by a federal subsidy of 
$662,000, 

—The city spent over one mil- 
lion for capital improvement pro- 
jects, considerably less than the 
2.7 million spent in FY 1992. 

—City books show ownership of 
fixed assets totaling $20.5 mil- 
lion of which 5.8 is in land, 9.6 
in buildings and 3.3 in machinery 
and equipment, 

—City revenue and expend’- 
tures have increased threefoli 
over the past ten years. 


Property Tax 


—The combined property tax 
rate for all governments has 


dropped by four cents in the last 
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by 42 cents in 1985 in recogni- 
tion that the city was paying for 
some services *hat would other- 
wise have had to be provided dy 
the county. Since then tax rate 
increases by the city and otier 
governments have almost offset 
the tax differentia] reduction. 

—Less than half of one per- 
cent of property taxes remained 
uncollected at the end of the 
fisicial year. 


Largest Taxpayers 

—The five largest property 
tax payers in the city based upon 
assessed valuations are Spring- 
hill Lake Associates for Spring- 
hill Lake Apartments ($40 mii- 
lian), Greenbelt Homes, Inc. for 
the housing cooperative of orig- 
inal and war time government 
built housing ($36 million), 
Springhhill Lake Associates, 
again, for Capita] Office Park 
($34,000 million), Beltway-Green 
Properties for the Beltway Plaza 
shopping center ($21 million) 
and the California State Retire- 
ment System for Maryland Trade 


Centers I and II ($24 million). 


Combined, the five own 29 per- 
cent of the value of all city 
property. 

Debt Owed 

—City residents owed $310.22 
per capita for city bonded debt 
at the end of FY 1993 or 1.269: 
of the assessed valuation of pro- 
perty. When Greenbelt’s share 
of debt owed by the county and 
other governments is added in, 
each Greenbelt resident owed 
$1,378.74. 

—The city owed over ten mi!- 
lion in long term debt, of which 
eight million is for general] obli- 
gation bonds, 1.3 million for a 
bank note payable, and $623,000 
for employee accumulated sick 
and annual leave. Not included is 
debt incurred last November that. 
included three milion for the 
Community Center and perma- 


Removal at Center School 


The recent announcement that 
the city has let a $2.995-million 
contract for renovation of the 
community center has followed 
on earlier work this year te 
clear the old Center Schoo! build- 
ing of hazardous materials. On 
Wednesday, March 2, a meeting 
was held by the city staff and 
the contractor in charge of this 
operation, the ARC Asbestos 
Removal Company of Joppa. 
Maryland, to assess the current 
status of the building. 

Three kinds of materials in 
different parts of the structure 
had to be cleared away. The 
original floor tiles in the 19387 
building, which contained asbes- 
tos, were removed. Although 
some asbestos is present in the 
tiles of the 1967 addition, this 
is in a form that, in the technical 
language of the trade, can be 
“managed”—that is. contained 
so that it is not a hazard. Tiles 
in a dropped ceiling of the 1967 
addition also had to be removed 
because they contained asbestos. 

One area—the insulation for 
the boilers—has mot yet been 
cleared of asbestos contamination 
for the reason thatt the boilers 


winter to keep the building from 


freezing. Until these are suht 
down, sometime in the spring, 
this work cannot be completed. 

A second hazardous material 
in the building—PCB’s—was con- 
fined to light fixtures. These 
were simply removed. Lead 
paint, however, which was found 
in severa] areas, has taken long- 
er to dispose of, So far an esti- 
mated 70 per cent has been eli- 
minated; the remaining portion 
should be removed within the 
next two weeks. 

Lead paint was found in the 
gymnasium and the bathrooms 
of the original building, in one 
room of the 1967 wing—a teach- 
er’s lounge area, which was 
painted a bright color-—and in 
three classrooms of the 19387 
structure,

Sec. 3-67. Defecation: remov- 
al of excrement. 

No person owning, keeping 
or having custody of a dog, 
except a seeing eye dog, shal] 
allow or permit excrement of 
such dog to remain on private 
property without the consent 
of the owner or occupant 
thereof or upon public prop- 
erty except in designated dog 
walk areas. Any person hiav- 
ing custody or control of an 
acvmal which leaves excrement 
upon such property shall cause 
the excrement to be removed 
immediately, Any violation of 
this section shall be a muni 
cipal infraction.
